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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The objection to the specification has been withdrawn. 

Examiner's Comment 

2. In the comment section page 3, lines 1-2, of the response filed on 5/18/06, 
applicant stated that the counter is reset by the sample clock signal, i.e., set to a starting 
condition representing zero. In order for the value the counter to provide a measure of 
clock phase, the value of the counter has to be taken before the resetting step, i.e., 
before the starting condition of the counter representing zero. Therefore, examiner 
understood the value of the counter, as recited in the using step of claim 8 and 
corresponding claim 21 , to be the content of the counter prior to the resetting step. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a method and 
apparatus for reproducing a signal are disclosed. The closest prior art, applicant's 
admitted prior art fig. 6 and fig. 7 disclose similar method and apparatus. However, 
Applicant's admitted prior art fig. 6 or fig. 7 does not teach or fairly suggest the 
limitations recited in claim 1, lines 6-12 and similar limitations recited in claim 14; It also 
fails to teach the limitations recites in claim 6, lines 7-1 1 and similar limitations in claim 
19; the admitted prior art does not teach the limitations recited in claim 9, lines 9-16 and 
similar limitations in claim 22.
